resulting  from  the  Traffic  in  Intox¬ 
icating  Liquors

Section  1.  Be  it  tuacterl  >;  by  tin* 
Oem-ritl  Assembly  <<f  the  State  of 
Ohio,  That  U|*>n  the  business  of  traf¬ 
ficking  in  spirituous,  vinous,  malt,  or 
auy  intoxicating  liquors,  there  shall  lie 
tmaessctl,  yearly,  ami  shall  lx*  paid  in 
to  the  county  t  r«  -usury,  its  hereinafter 
provided,  by  t  v.  rv  person,  -*Drpora 
tion  or  co  jiartueiship  engaged  there¬ 
in,  and  for  each  place  where  such  bus¬ 
iness  is  carried  on  by  or  f«»r  such  jK*r- 
son,  corporation  --r  co  partnership,  the 
suui  of  tw  >  hundred  dollars;  provided, 
if  such  business  continues  through 
the  year,  to  wit:  From  the; fourth 
Monday  of  May,  exclusively,  in  the 
trafficking  in  matt  or  vinous  lhjuorS, 
or  both,  such  assessment  shall  Ihj  ln)t 
one  hundred  dollars.  #• 

Sec.  2  •  That  said  assessmepht,  to 
getber  with  any  iucrea>e  thereof,  its 
jieualty  tln-reon,  sludFattach  am}  ojrer- 
ate  as  a  lien  upon  the  real  projierty 
on  ami  in  which  such  business  is  con 
ducted,  as  of  the  fourth  Monday  of 
May  each  year,  and  shall  lie  paid  at 
the  times  provided  for  by  law  f..r  the 
payment  of  taxes  on  real  or  jiersonal 
properly  within  this  state,  to  wit :  one- 
half  on  or  U  f.iie  the  twentieth  day  of 
June,  and  on. -half  on  or  before  the 
twentieth  da\  of  IkceuiUr,  of  each 
year. 

Sec.  &,  That  when  any  such  busi¬ 
ness  shali  be  commenced  in  any  year 
after  the  fourth  Monday  of  May,  smijI 
k  assessment  slmll  be  projiortionate  in 
amount  t-<  the  remainder  of  the}- assess 
nient  year,  exc«-j*t  that  it  sliall  lye  in  no 
case  h-ss  than  twenty  tive  dollars,  and 
the  same  sludl  attach  and  opjsrrute  as 
a  lieu,  us  aforesaid,  at  the  date.of,  and 
lye  paid  within  ten  days  aft^r  such 
comment-emeuf;  and  whenever  any 
person,  corporation  or  ob  partnership, 
engaged  in  such  business,  who  has 
been  assessed  as  aforesaid,  and  who 
has  paid  or  is  charged  upon  tflie  tax 
duplicate  with  the  full  amount  of  said 
•assessment,  discontinues  such  busi 
ness,  the  county  auditor,  upon  being 
satisfied  of  that  fact,  shall  issue  to 
such  pers.  m,  corporation  or  co  part¬ 
nership  a  refunding  order  for  a  pro¬ 
portionate  amount  of  said  assessments 

Sec.  4.  That  if  any  person,  corjior- 
ation  or  co  p.trtnersliip  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  pay  the  amount  due  from 
them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
within  the  time  therein  specified,  the 
county  treasurer  shall  thereujxm 
forthwith  make  said  amount  due  with 
all  jiemilties  thereon,  and  four  tier 
cent,  collection  fees  and  costs,  bv  dis¬ 
tress  and  sale,  as  on  execution,  of  any 
goods  and  chattels  of  such  person}  cor* 
poration  or  co-partnership;  he  shall 
call  at  once  at  the  place  of  business  of 
each  jyerson,  corjioratiou  or  co-part¬ 
nership  ;  and  in  case  of  the  refusal  to 
pay  the  amount  due,  he  shall  levy  on 
the  gootls  and  chattels  of  such  person* 
corporation  or  co-partnership,  wher¬ 
ever  found  in  sai  1  county,  ur  on  the 
bar,  fixtures  <>r  furniture,  liquors, 
leasehold  ami  other  goods  and  chat 
tels  used  in  carrying  on  such  business, 
which  levy  shall  take  precedence  df  any 
and  all  liens,  mortgages,  conveyances 
or  incumbrances  hereafter  taken  or 
had  on  such  goods  ami  chattels,  so 
used  iu  carrying  on  such  business ; 
nor  shall  any  claim  of  projierty  by  any 
third  jH-rson  t<*  hu.Jj  uu.l  i.Lai 

leU.  v.  .i.ii  m  carrying  mi  such  lmsi 
ness,  avail  against  such  levy  sty  made 
by  the  treasurer,  and  no  property,  of 
any  kind,  of  any  person,  corporation 
or  co  partnership  liable  tty  j»ay  the 
amount,  penalty,  interest  and  costs 
due  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  lie  exempt  from  Haiti  levy.  The 
treasurer  shall  give  notice  of  the  time 
anti  sale  of  jiersonal  property  to  be 
sold  under  this  act,  the  same  as  iu 
cases  of  the  sale  of  jyersonal  jirojiertv 
on  execution  ;  and  all  jvrovisions  of 
law  apjilicable  to  sales  of  personal 
estate  ou  execution  shall  l  e  applica¬ 
ble  to  sales  under  this  act,  exoejit  as 
herein  otherwise  juovided ;  iqul  all 
moneys  ctdlected  by  him  under  this 
act  shall  lie  jiaid  after  deductjng  his 
fees  ami  costs,  into  the  county  treas 
ury.

of  liens  ami  the  colhctn»ii  t  t  such 
assessments  ami  jieiialins.  rJ'l.e  n  -  as 
urer  shall  charge  himself  with  all 
such  assessments  jilaccd  iu  his  hands 
for  collection,  and  shall  account  to  the 
auditor  for  the  same,  together  with 
all  jienalties  Collected  thereunder. 

Sec.  8.  The  jihrase,  “  trufiieking 
in  intoxicating,  iiquois,”  as  us«*tl  in 
this  act,  means  the  buying  or  procur¬ 
ing  ami  selling  of  intoxicating  Jiqm 
otherwise  than  ujt<  m  j>rese  rip;  ions 
issueil  iu  good  faith  by  reputable 
physicians  m  active  practice,  or  for 
exclusively  known  mechanical,  jiliar- 
maceuticiU  or  sacramental  juirj- -ses, 
but  such  jihrase  does  not  include  the 
manufacturing  of  intoxicating  ihjuors 
from  the  raw  material,  aud  the  sale 
thereof  at  the  manufactory  by  the 
manufacturer  of  the  same  iu  quanti¬ 
ties  of  one  gallon  or  more  at  any  one 
time. 

Sec.  9  That  the  revenues  and 
fines  resulting  under ’the  jirovisii  ns  of 
this  act  shall  be  distributed  us  loimVvs, 
to  wit :  In  every  county,  three  fourths 
of  the  money  j>aid  as  herein  provided 
into  the  county  treasury  on  account 
of  any  business  aforesaid  carried  on  iu 
any  city  ur  village  therein,  shall,  ujiou 
the  warrant  of -the  county  auditor,  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  such  corjio 
ration,  one-half  to  the  credit  of  the 
police  fund  and  one  half  to  the  credit 
of  the  general  revenue  fund  thereof; 
provided,  in  'corjxirations  having  no 
police  fund,  the  entire  three  fourths 
shall  be  passed  to  the  credit  of  the 
general  revenue  fund  thereof.  The 
remaining  one-fourth  jiart  thereof, 
together  with  all  other  revenues  re¬ 
sulting  hereunder  in  said  county,  shall 
be  jistssed  to  the  credit  of  the  j)o.>r 
fund  of  such  county  ;  provi<le<  1,  that 
in  all  counties  in  which  there  is  no 
county  infirmary,  said  remaining  .*ne- 
fourth’purt  thereof  shall  Ik*  jiassed  to 
the  credit  of  the  infirmary  fund  or  the 
jKior  fund  of  the  townsbiji,  village  Or 
city  in  vv  bicli  the  same  shall  have  been 
collected  ;  iuid,  provided,  that  iu  coun¬ 
ties  having  a  city  v.f  iLo  fii^t  grade 
of  the  first  class  with  a  city  infirmary, 
the  nltove  one  fourth  jiart  shall  be 
divided  between  the  city  and  county 
infirmary  funds,  iu  the  jmijnutioii  of 
the  revenue  received  from  the  city  to 

tliC  revenue  hum  the*  ounnly  "iitMlilf* 

of  saitl  city. 

Sec.  10  That  within  ten  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  each  county 
auditor  in  the  state  is  hereby  directed 
to  jmblisb,  by  one  insertion  in  some 
Ufcvvsj»ajK.*r  of  general  circulation  in 
his  county,  a  notice  informing  all 
persons  engage* l  iq  the  traffic  in 
intoxicating  liquors  that  the  first  as 
sessment  iuqmsed  by  this  act  will  be 
due  and  jiayable  on  ur  before  the 
twentieth  day  of  June,  A.  1>.  lSlSIi. 
The  attorney  general  aud  the  jirose- 
cufmg  attorneys  of  the  several,  counlit  s 
arc  charged  with  the  duty  of  seeing 
that  the  requireuieuts  of  tills  section 
.ure  observed,  aud  may  euforco  the 
same,  if  necessary,  by  prta*eet lings  in 
mandamus.  The  county  commis¬ 
sioners  of  the  lesjKCtive  counties  may 
allow  their  count v  auditor  a  reasoua 
,ble  conqieiisatii-n  for  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  iiujKiscd  ujioii  lum  by  this 
act. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  sale  of  intoxi 
pating  liquors,  whether  tlistilled,  malt 
or  vinous,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
commonly  called  Sunday,  exeej.it  bv  a 
regular  druggist  on  tlie  written  pre¬ 
scription  of  a  regular  practicing  j»hy- 
sician  fur  medical  pmposes  only,  is 
Tiereby  declared  unlawful,  an- 1  all 
places  where  such  intoxicating  liquuis 
are  on  otljer  days  sold  or  exposeil  for 
sale,  expejit  regular  drug  stores,  shall 
ou  that  day  be  closed,  aud  whoever 
makes  any  such  sale,  or  allows  any 
Hueli  place  to  be  ojk.*d  or  remain  ojh*m

Sec.  12.  Whoever  sells  intoxica¬ 
ting  liquors  to  a  minor  excejit  on  the 
written  order  of  his  parent,  guardian 
or  family  physician,  or  to  a  jn-rson  in¬ 
toxicated  or  in  the  habit  of  gettiug 
intoxicate!  1,  shall  lie  fined  not  m  >re 
than  one  hundred  nor  less  than 
twenty  tive  dollars,  and  imjvrisoned 
not  more  than  thirty  nor  less  than  five 
days. 

Sec*.  13.  The  abrogation  or  rejK*al 
«>f  any  section  or  clause  of  this  act 
shall  not  be  held  to  abrogate  or  rejieal 
anv  other  section  or  clause  thereof.
